1955 last spring, the Council's Committee on Relation- Army Program Explained 


ships of Higher Education to the Federal Government 
advocated a provision in the law which would permit college students to enlist 
in the new six months program during an aca&#emic term but not to be called to 
active duty for training until the end of the academic year. Although this 
provision was not included in the law, it has been assumed that the Department 
of Defense could accomplish the same objective by regulation. Consequently, 
President Adams of the Council has been in communication with the Assistant 
Secretary of Defense (Manpower, Personnel and Reserve), Carter L. Burgess. In 
a letter dated April 13, Secretary Burgess gives the most recent information 
concerning the Army's present method of meeting this problem. His statement 
follows: 
Army policies and procedures applicable to enlistment of quali- 

fied college students into the six months program, as enumerated 

below, are, I believe, sufficiently flexible to accommodate all 

students interested in the program. 


- Qualified college students may enlist in the program while 
on the campus. 


- Individuals enlisting in the six months program have 120 
days in which to commence the active duty for training. 
This would permit college students enlisting while on the 
campus to complete a quarter, and in most cases a semester. 


- Currently, the Army starts a new six-months training cycle 
each month. 


- Under conditions existing at this time with respect to 
training load, the Army can guarantee to accommodate within 
the 120-day period the wishes of a college student as to the 
beginning of his active duty for training. 


The above gives college students an opportunity to adequately 
plan their schedule, both as td education and their military obliga- 
tion. However, this choice, like the more than 30 other methods 
of entry into the Armed Forces as a means of satisfying the military 
obligation, requires early decision and planning on the part of the 
youths of the country. 


Questionnaires have been mailed to 136 educational Higher Education -- Industry 
organizations in an effort to assess the extent of in- Cooperation Under Study 
terest in the growing area of college-industry relations, 
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to discover techniques as well as objectives used by various groups in ex- 
ploring the area or promoting the growth of college-industry relations, and to 
collect all relevant data in such a way as may be most useful to the organizations 
and to the Council in future work in this field. 


Last December 23, the Council convened an ad-hoc group of representatives 
of both educational and industrial organizations to consider the establishment 
of a committee which would direct its attention to the cultivation of greater 
mutual understanding between business and industry and higher education. In 
order not to duplicate or overlap activities now being carried on by other 
organizations, it was the consensus of the group that the Council should first 
direct a survey of organizational programs in the field of industry-higher educa- 
tion cooperation to determine what is now being done. 


National Committee Named President Eisenhower has appointed a National 
on Scientists and Engineers Committee for the Development of Scientists and 


Engineers, following the recommendation of an 
interdepartmental study group headed by Dr. Arthur S. Flemming, Director of the 
Office of Defense Mobilization. Chairman of the 19-member committee is Dr. 
Howard L. Bevis, President of Ohio State University. Vice Chairman is Eric A. 
Walker, Dean of the College of Engineering and Architecture at Pennsylvania 
State University. 


The Committee's responsibilities, as outlined in a letter from the President 
to Mr. Bevis, are (1) to identify the problems connected with the development 
of more highly qualified scientists and engineers; (2) to enlist the cooperation 
of all interested individuals and groups in analyzing the problem and developing 
programs; (3) to make available information on effective ways of overcoming the 
obstacles to training this type of manpower; (4) to publicize the problem and 
possible solutions; and (5) to provide the President with a progress report, 
from time to time. 


President Adams of the Council has accepted membership on the committee 
with the understanding that he will act as an individual citizen and that 
recommendations made by the committee will therefore have no binding force on 
the activities of the Council.
